2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Dai et al 
(Synthesis and characterization of sulfonated poly(phthalazinone ether sulfone ketone) 
for ultrafiltration and nanofiltration membranes. Journal of Applied Polymer Science. 
Vol. 79 No. 9 pages 1685-1692) represents the closest prior art to the claimed 
invention. Dai et al disclose sulfonated poly(pthalazinone ether sulfone ketone) 
copolymers (SPPESKs) formed by the following reaction:

The SPPESK shown above has a degree of sulfonation of 200%, or 1 according 
to the convention used by Applicants. At higher degrees of sulfonation the ketone 
phthalazinone structural unit (on the right) will have a sulfonic acid group at carbon 14 
or 15. This will result in the structural unit of present claim 15. However, the newly 
amended claim 15 limits the degree of sulfonation to 0.6 to 1 .0, so the ketone group of 
Dai et a! cannot have the additional sulfonic acid group.
